ques has long been eminent in cricket for the number of fine players it 
3) produces. Other counties have had their excellent batsmen, and have 
them still—the same with bowlers; indeed, the very best batsman or bowler 
must be looked for outside the county of Surrey. But what Surrey excels inis 
in everything that concerns the field; no scouts are usually so good as those of 
Surrey, and certainly no men act in such perfect harmony, or have socomplete an 
organisation, as those of Surrey. In the field, when roused for an extra effort, 
their play is one of the “sights” of cricket. Foremost among the Surrey 
players for some years past have been the two players whose likenesses adorn 
our page. It would be difficult to find 
an ordinary match thatcould set them 
on different sides. They went in tho 
same batch of players to America; 
and when Stephenson was organising 
his ‘band of brothers" for the Aus- 
tralian trip, Little Billy was always & 
reliable member. There is another 
point in common with the two men— 
both are known as such favourites 
among the Surrey admirers and pat- 
rons of cricket as to have acquired the 
name of ‘‘Surrey pets.”"Thereis a point, 
however, they have not in common: 
Caffyn is the pet of those unfledged 
waifs—those ragged Britons that peer 
through the chinksin the Kennington 
Oval fencing, and fgets or con- 
demn every move in the play without 
reserve. They are, however, some- 
what partial critics. No cricketing 
failures could ever deprive ‘‘ Billy " of 
the admiration of this unbought con- 
stituency, and intheir rough favour he 
has no rival; and we should not be 
surprised to know. that those active 
young gentlemen who seem to have 
nc jread of a rushing of blood 
to the head as they whirl themselves 
in Catherine wheels before Surrey 
omnibuses pulled up to exclaim before 
our page,‘ Why, there’s Billy Caffyn.” 
The Australian trip seems to have 
exercised for the present season a 
somewhat pernicious effect on the 
play of some of the cricketers. 
Stephenson is certainly a. marked 
exception in the opposite direction. 
He has had a triumph in the carrying 
out of the trip and its play, &c., under 
his captaincy that may be envied by 
men in a far higher walk of life. 
Everywhere remarkable for his frank, 
civil, and sensible conduct, the Aus- 
tralian ovation he, with his confreres, 
received, instead of making him in- 
different to cricket, has clearly but 
made him the more assiduous torenew 
his cricketing excellence, and his 
batting this season is better than for 
several years past, and a very valuable 
property of Surrey in those matches 
against everything and everybody 
that Surrey always seems anxious to 
play. Caffyn at present, though fre- 
quently still doing as finely at every 
point of the game, is not quite equal 
to some previous periods of his play. 
Most cricketers seem to suffer from a 
sort of ebb and flow of power. One 
year those spirits who can only seo 
the sun of meritwhen blazing at noon, 
will busily point out to every one, 
“how Jack or Tom has fallen off.” 
This is generally true, with, however, 
this exception, that the falling off is 
but temporary, and that the player 
who does not despair in the next year 
Yapidly recovers his tone, renews his 
old, and perbaps developes Some new, 
excellence. 
\lo come closer to our men— ; 
Wiis. Carrrn was born oe zi 
gate, Surrey, February, 1828, where, 
out of the cricket season, he now 
lives. From the age of eleven years 
Cafiyn has proved himself to be a 
first-rate cricketer, and played in all 
the parish and great matches 10 that 
neighbourhood with great success 
till 1849, when he played in the first 
match at Kennington Oval, Gentle- 
men v. Players, scoring 45 runs. In 
the same year he played several 
matches against the All England 
Eleven, and on each occasion prove( 
himself a good bowler. In 1850 he 
was chosen one of the Surrey Eleven, 
and played his first county match 
against Sussex, getting 73 runs. The 
Same year he was taken into the All 
England Eleven, and played in most 
of their matches for that season. 
After playing with the All England 
Eleven four years he left them, 
and then joined the United All 
England Eleven, and has played 
with them ever since. In 1859 Caf- 


fyn formed one of the twelve who 


below some instances of extraordinary scoring, even for him, did we not fear 
to tire our readers we could fill the paper with matches in which he has distin- 
guished himself. In 1852 he played in a match, First Eleven Gentlemen of 
Christchurch College, Oxford, against the best Eight, with three players, when 
he scored 167, not out; and in the same week he played in Gentlemen v. 
Players of Oxford University, when he scored 108. In Surrey v. Sixteen of 
Cambridge University he scored 157; in Surrey v. All England, 102; in United 


y. John Walkers, 16; at Southgate got 127; Surrey v. Nottingham, 91; and suc- | 


ceeded in getting 104 against 22 of Luton. Last season, in Surrey v. County 
of Cambridge, he scored 103; and in Surrey y. All England, 98, All these large 
scores were got in one innings. 

H. H. Srernenson ® five years younger, and was born on May, 3, 1833, at 
Esher, in Surrey, where his father was practising asa surgeon. H. H.S8. has

always shown a great love for the game, and formed one of the first eleven of 
his native village at the age of fourteen. From that time the fascinations of 
the game became more and more enticing, and we find him next, at the age of 
twenty, before the public as one of the Surrey Eleven, in the last match of the 
season taking the important position of wicket-keeper. In the next season, 
however, we find him performing as a bowler in all that county’s matches, 
causing great havoc among his opponents, having a peculiar break on the 
ball, which until then was almost unknown. Stephenson was engaged by 
Clarke, the captain and secretary of the All England Eleven, to playin all their 
matches for that season, so even at this time he may be said to have taken a 
high position in the cricketing world. Asa batsman he was very succe sful, 
though much less thought of in that department than he now is Wn- 
fortunately the next year, while bowling at the University of Oxford, 
he accidentally injured his arm, which 
rendered him unable to bowl during 
the next two seasons, but during that 
time, although unable to bowl, he was 
not idle in the field, for soon after 
this Box, the celebrated wicket- 
keeper, resigned, and H. H. Stephen- 
son was called upon to fill the vacant 
aah it being found that the injury to 
is arm did not affect either his 
wicket-keeping or his batting. The 
post of wicket-keeper to the All 
England Eleven he has retained from 
that time until the present, and few 
have met with more success as a 
bowler. As a batsman his average 
has always been good ; he has a very 
strong defence, with the power of 
driving the fastest bowler, making 
nim a very fast run-getter. In1859he 
was chosen as one to represent Eng- 
land in America, where he gained for 
himself a host of friends, and proved 
himself a good cricketer in all points 
of the game. Last October he left 
England for Australia, and fulfilled 
his position as captain of the match. 
The presents he brought from there 
will testify the way in which he per- 
formed his duties as regards the 
Australian people: the way in which 
the Eleven speak of him will convince 
any one that he has done his duty as 
a cricketer and a man. In addition 
to his good qualities as a cricketer he 
is also a thorough sportsman, and 
during winter employs his time prin- 
cipally in shooting and hunting, and 
meets everywhere with the same re- 
spect thatis entertained for him among 
the lovers of cricket. a

: of the late féte at the Crystal Palace in aid of the funds of the Royal 
Dramatic College. In our last we gave a full description of the entertainments 
presetited, and should this week have entered into further details had our space 
permitted; but the claims of the Goodwood Meeting and otherimporiant events 
of the week necessitate brevity on this and other matters on which we had 
intended to have efilarged. We may, however, say that the profits realiséd on 
the days of the féte were very éonsiderable, and that the results have been of 
the most satisfactory character. This is all we are in a position to state, for, 
notwithstanding the hinis received by the secretary and treasurer as to the 
advisability of publishing a balance sheet, no such thing has yet appeared. 

‘There has been a great deal said about the forthcoming banquet to Captain 
Patien Saunders, ahd much language used which can scarcely be accounted for, 
Perhaps our readers expect us to follow suit, and either raise our voice with 
thé general hoWl or rank ourselves on the otherside. But we shall not be pre+ 
mature in interference, there being thne enough for an expression of opinion 
after the banquet las taken place. 


THE “TURF, 
THE PAST AND THE FUTURE. 


Tuk Goodwood meeting of the past week has been a brilliant success: but. 
we regret to add, a wholsale system of plunder has characterised its principal 
handicap race. Umpire, Rubicon, Myrtle, the Rather High colt, Canary, and 
other animals that figured alternately at the head of the betting, have been 
made the instrument of ‘‘ milking” the public to an extent almost unparalleled 
in turf annals, and it is a pity that some jockey club law could not be brought 
to bear to prevent a renewal of such disgraceful proceedings. At all events 
the’ Duke of Richmond (who has everything in his own hands at Goodwood), 
would do well to frame some rule for the next gathering to disqualify all horses 
belonging to men who are recognised as being connected wiih nefarious 
practices. His grace would not only be setting an example which would 
inevitably tend to scour the turf of its impurities, but, by thus discounte- 
wancing malpractices, he would: be ejecting a whole host of “black sheep” 
from his home revels. We write thus strongly upon the matter because the 
glaring transactions of the last few days demand that some stringent step 
should be taken to protect the public from plunder; as we are conyinced that 
not only were a number of the scratched horses for the Goodwood Stakes 
backed. early by their owners, which induced the public to follow suit 
but the majority of thém are now at home, without there being any- 
thing .the matter with them. it’ is some satisfaction to know, how- 
ever, that the race ultimately fell to the share of Mr. Wybrow Robert- 
son, by the aid of Boabdil, whose success was never anticipated as 
he had been “plating,” and had suffered frequent defeats in exceedingly 
moderate company; whilstat the post as much as 50 to 1 was over and over 
again offered against him, without a response. Mr. Robertson (whose racing 
nomme de guerre is Mr. Elphinstone), being aboutto return to India, advertised 
the whole of his stud a fortnight since to be sold by auction on the 11th inst., 
and though he had no expectation of Boabdil’s success on this occasion, he 
“threw away” £20 upon the colt, for which he obtained two bets of 1,000 to 1a, 
and 500 to5. He has had him from a two-year-old, claiming him at head- 
quarters for £100 only, so that by this coup the horse has cleared all expenses 
incurred, and secured a handsome interest for the money also, His triumph 
Was a great hit for the bookmakers, but, of course, the ‘upper ten thousand” 
are severely bitten, though it is trae some of them have a litle of the “milkin 
money” to meetthvir losses with. The heavy weight and the pace entirely sto ed 
Audrey, but, perhaps, the greatest surprise of all was to see Sir Williata a ae 
miles and a half, though upon reflection the performance loses Titeheot its 
merit by the fact that the eld was composed of exceedingly moderate horses 
Watchiire ran a good animal, considering that he had a severe race in him 
(beating Q.E.D. for the Drawing Room Stakes only an hour previously), and 
ran some distance in the false start; and if he had been saved specially for 
this, we think he would have won, though we admit Boabdil’s achievement 
was an easy one. Still Watchfire must have been ‘lb fresher had he been re- 
served ; for the struggle with John Scott's mare, and she is not a bad one, was 
a long and trying One. Allthe prophets were fioored again to a man, Beli’s 
Life going for Umpire (scratched); Zhe Era for Myrtle (scratched); tho 
Sporting Life for Canary (scratched), and Audrey (fourth); the Felt for 
Audrey and West End; the Morning Advertiser for Audrey; the Daily Telegreph 
for Canary and Audrey ; and the Morning Post for Audrey and Rapparee.

GCODWOOD MEETING. 


Turspay.—The opening day of the Goodwood meeting was favoured with 
delightful summer weather, and a brilliantand fashionable company assembled 
to witness the sport, which began with the Craven Stakes. Four horses only 
competed for it, but as the field included King of Diamonds, Atherstone, 
Sawcutter, and Reveille, ihe race was watched with interest. Atherstone, 
consequent on his Liverpool and Nottingham victories, was made the favourite, 
but King of Diamonds, who looked remarkably blooming and well, won very 
cleverly at the finish by half a length, For the Gratwicke Stakes six horses 
were brought out, the best looking in the field being the Miss Sarah filly, 
Piccador, and Gorse. Hubert was, however, fancied by a strong body of par- 
tisuns, but he was early out of the fray, and the Miss Sarah tilly won almost 
in a canter; Gorse refusing to make an effort at the termination of the race. 
Tue Lavant Stakes furnished a long and exciting struggle with Brick, Tage, 
and Tornado; but the colours of the French-bred colt were eventually lanaed 
triumphantly by a neek. For the.Stewards’ Cup thirty-four competitors were 
duly weighed out, being eleven less than ran for this prize last year. The 
betting thereon at the tinish was noticeable for the heavy investments made 
in favour of Volunteer, Lady Clifden, and Bosh; but the second, Alvediston, 
was only invested on by a select few, who remembered his two-yr-old form, 
and examined his splendid condition before the start. The Ham Stakes pro- 
duced an exciting contest between Lord Stamford's Derby colt, Automaton, 
and Cachuca, bot the latter ultimately won a fine race by a neck, despite 
the game running of Automaton. ‘Lhe other items require no introductory 
remarks. 

Wepnespay.—The ‘ Stakes Day” was again favoured by splendid weather, 
and the attendance was, perhaps, larger than on many previous occasions. As 
a matier of course the greatest interest was manifested to learn the latest 
movements on the Stakes, the handicap, from its numerous scratchings and 
the tiuctuations in the market, having entirely puzzled the most astute racing 
judges. The only operations of decided interest were the renewed outlays in 
favour of St. Bernard, which caused him to supplant Audrey for the position of 
first favourite, but My Partner came with such a rush that ultimately the latter 
had the call of everything in the race. The prices at which, however, they 
settled down will be found fully detailed in the usual place. Very little interest 
attached to the opening race, the Drawing-room Stakes, in which, however, 
Watchiire, one of the Stakes horses, was made favourite, and won a remark- 
ably fine race from the Whitewall mare, Q.E.D., by a head, entirely through the 
brilliant riding of Fordham. The Goodwood Derby was contested by but three 
animals—Alvediston, on the strength of his getting second in the Stewards’ Cup 
on the j re-eding day, being made a strong favourite; and he won easily. Contrary 
to expectation, the field for the Stakes mustered sixteen strong, almost doubly as 
numerous as had been supposed would assemble at the post. The issue of the con- 
test was an astounding surprise, as all the favourites were ignominiously beaten 
and the winner, Boabdil, who landed his colours very easily, was almost totally 
unbacked by any one except the owner, who took 1,000 to 15 on Saturday, and 
500 to 5 since; but altogether, independent of the stakes, the owner wins 
between £3,000 and £4,000. Boabdil has been defeated in all kinds of minor 
races in various parts of the country, and even as recently as in the New- 
market July Meeting he ran a dead heat with a ‘‘plater” called Oberon, and in 
the deciding heat, with odds laid on him, was beaten easily. ‘I'he winner igs 
trained by Brewly, at Newmarket, and was ridden on the present occasion by 
the distinguished light weight, Johnny Daley, who, singularly enough, 
rode the victor, Elcho, for this race last year. Bobadil is the property 
of Mr. Wybrow Robertson, who races in the name of “Mr. Elphinstone,” 
and has been a very lucky bargain, as the horse was claimed when a 
two-yr-old by Mr, Robertson for £10) of Mr. Fleming, after running in a race 
at Newmarket. Nearly all the bookmakers have made a rich harvest, many 
of them having performed that satisfactory process known as ‘skinning the 
lamb.”

Tue pugilistic tocsin of the northern districts was first sounded for some 
many months on Tuesday last ; and the sporting denizens of that world- 
renowned seaport, whose vessels pioneer the English commercial interests to 
every quarier of the habitable globe, were all on the qui vive of excitement 


ae long-pending 10st 2lb match, between the above-mentioned heroes, 
whohad valorously ‘signed thedocument” to assert their supremacy in the 


fistic ari for a £100 stake, on the above-mentioned occasion, within a proper 
radius of St. George’s Dock. The match, it may be recollected, was originally 


made at Mr. James Clarke’s, the Houghton Abbey, Houghton-street, in 


the aforesaid town, by a few spirited Liverpudligns, who expressed 


themselves extremely anxious to see the strength-inspiring pastime 


-of the ring —which has been for nearly a couple of centuries a national insti- 


tution of sport in our free Fatherland—revived with due merit and honour in 


their Lancastrian district. How far these special admirers of the art of self- 
defence have succeeded in setting the ball in motion may be best judged of 


from our description of the proceedings connected with this 
Wager of battle, on Tuesday morning last; when a goodly a 
sort assembled around the -roped arena, wherein Megsie 
‘Marley ad to exhibit their professional abilities, in the presence of those 
‘sporting weterans of the locality, who could recall with zest and gratification

Both stood with the ‘left well poised, and the. right strictly at cover point 
across the chest. A little preliminary and animated sparring to get some sort 
of line or measure set them going. Burgess made play first, but Marley, in 
returning, missed his aim. They almost immediately closed, and with con- 
tinuous ne kept the game alive very merrily for several minutes, when 
both fell. . 


As they were taking Marley to his corner it was quite apparent that both the 
additional weight, height, and length of reach of Burgess would operate pre- 
judicially against the success of Patrick. Independent of this, the latter lost 
first blood by the left by a terrific left-hander on the ivories in this round’s in- 
fighting. 

“In the succeeding round the very styio ‘adopted by the combatants 
foretokened the indemitable courage that both not only possessed, but 
were resolutely determined to pursue, Burgess found he had to deal 
very cautiously with the son of the Emerald Isle, in order to avoid the 
heavy lunges which he would frequently make at the earnest solicitations 
of his seconds. It was completely and essentially such give and take 
work that denoted a very violent spirit of opposition on both sides. 
There were, it is true,many wild and random exchanges, which are 
sure to ensue whenever fast fighting occurs, in order to escape from mutual 
clutch or difficulties. As rapidly as Harry delivered a straight one with his 
left, in most cases direct from the shoulder, and which flushed his opponent's 
facial region in no ordinary degree, he yet received freely, by the dexter hand, 
on the body in one or two instances, although, be it said, Harry counter- 
balanced many of these unwelcome yisitations by a style of stopping which 
excited the admiration of bystanders; and it was even thus early in the fight 
that there was an evident intention on the part of the Houghton Abbey repre- 
sentative to maintain his character under all hazards. Sill there was nothing 
dangerous in the way of business, although Marley was evidently becoming 
weakened and debilitated under these frequent visitations. In the third 
round, Burgess gained the first knock-down blow, or second event of the 
battle, and kept on a decided lead until the twentieth round. Hereabouts, 
he fell away, to the great consternation of his friends; and Marley got 
a little the upperhand, despite the disadvantages under which he laboured. 
Indeed, for the succeeding nine or ten rounds Patrick revived the hopes 
of his friends by pulling himself together and trying every possible 
manceuvre to turn the tables. In the thirtieth round Burgess rallied con- 
siderably, and got home with the old degree of stamina on the frontis- 
piece, administering such terrific punishment with both hands that there 
was scarcely a doubt as to the result. Indeed, Harry Burgess’ superiority 
was so manifest, the punishment of Marley so; severe (although the latter 
proved game as a lion), that the seconds of Marley wished to give in for him 
at the fifty-seventh round. The latter, however, would not “cry a go”; for, 
against the wishes of his friends and backers, and also against the urgent 
advice of his seconds, he struggled hopelessly on until the sixty-first round, 
when he was actually forced from the ring, after fighting as game a battle as 
ever was witnessed; and Burgess was hailed the winner, not before the 
struggle had lasted one hour aud twenty-one minutes—in all sixty-one rounds 
fought, and gamely to. 

It will be seen that we have purposely omitted the name of the seconds, 
in consequence of certain unwelcome intimations that we had _ received subse- 
quently of the losers health. Our report, too, would have been a more full 
and detailed-one, but for our correspondent’s delay in forwarding particulars; 
although the one-sided manner in which it is quite clear that the battle ran 
from first to last will be, atleast, some excuse why our account is not, as we 
wished, a far more extended one. Yet a match where so much disparity in 
weight, size, &c., can scarcely be recalled; and it was certainly the Exhibition 
of 1862 to a peep-show in favour of Burgess from the Alpha to the Omega of 
the proceedings. An absurd report has been circulated as to Marley having 
died from the severe injuries he had received, in consequence of this we caused 
atelegraphic despatch to be sent to Liverpool; and the reply to the same 
satisfactorily assured us that both men were well.

OFF-HAND MATCH AT BARR BEACON, NEAR 


BIRMINGHAM. 

POSH PRICE AND TOM ALLEN, CATCH-WEIGHT, FOR £10 A SIDE. 

Tue above impromptu match is the result of a boast made by Tom Allen 
(who was disappointed in his fight with Dan Crutchley, the latter being appre- 
hended and bound over), that he wonld fight either Dan or his seconds. Posh, 
hearing of this, at once accepted the challenge, and the match‘was thus made 
on Saturday last only. 

Early on Monday morning the line of route to Barr Beacon was crowded 


with pedestrians, and cabs, carriages, and every imaginable vehicle to witness 


this interesting event. at 
Of the performances of Posh, the victor in many a game struggle, we givoa 
curtailed outline. ° He was born in 1832, and is therefore now 30 years of age, 


stands 5f{t Sin, and his present weight is about 12st 8lb. His first encounter 
was with Mush, at Saltley, near Birmingham, for £5 a side, whom he defeated 
in 14 rounds, occupying 35min., September, 1850. He next beat Boucher, for 


£5 a side, in 60 rounds, at Birmingham, February, 1851. Beat Leighton, £10 
aside, 70 rounds, 80min., at Sheldon, near Birmingham, June, 1852. Beat 
Benson, £3 a side, 52 rounds, 65min., at Hay Mill Brook, November, 1854. 


Beat Holland, £5 a side, 65 rounds, 105min., at Sheldon, near Birming- 


ham, June, 1855. Beat Liddy, £5 a side, 72 rounds, 80min, at Barron's 
Bridge, November, 1855. Beat Ben Terry, ‘50 @ side, 22 rounds, 3lmin., at 
Wallingford-road, Berks, July, 1856. Beaten by Jem Mace, £50 a side, 
11 rounds, 17min., Surrey, January, 1859. Drawn with Bodger Crutchley, near 
Birmingham, November, 1859. Beat Dan Crutchley, £10 a side, 61 rounds, 
75min., Bricknell, near Birmingham, Avgust, 1861. Beat W. Jackson, £20 
a side, 44 rounds, 55min., Birmingham, November, 1861. Of Allen we have 
little to say, only one fight being recorded, with Gould, whom he defeated. 
A few minutes before eight o’clock the men were in the ring, when their 
appearance was eagerly scanned; Posh, who had no time whatever to train, 
being fearfully out of condition, and carrying a large amount of superfluous 
flesh; Allen, on the contrary, was in excellent trim, but rather lanky in ap- 
pearance, and -Jooked more a runner than a fighter, weighing 10st 4lb, against 
12st Slb as aforesaid on the part of Price. They lost no time in preparing for 

Round 1—Both sparred cautiously for some six or seven minutes for an open- 
ing, when Posh sent out a left-hander, which just reached Allen’s jaw, who 
returned slightly on the chest, and then went down to avoid. 

Round 2—On approaching each other the men began again sparring some 
what cautiously, when Posh let flya terrific left-hander, catching Allen on the 
ribs and again on the upper lip, working the doubje in beautiful style, and 
drawing the ruby, though slightly, after which they fought to a close, when 
Allen down. 

Round 3—At this juncture Posh offered to back himself at 5 to 4 and 5 to 3, 
but no takers; 2 to 1 was likewise offered and accepted by Allen. On com- 
mencing sparring great caution was observed on the part of Allen. He at 
length shot out with his right a mischievously-intended stroke, which, how- 
ever, was somewhat short, and fell almost harmlessly on Posh’s chin, getting 
in return a slashing hit on the chest, when they fought to a close, Allen slip- 
ping down. . 

Round 4—3 to 1 was now offered on Posh, but again without a reply. On 
coming up Allen began to show Posh’s handiwork, and looked anything but 

leased with his visitations; Posh, however, smiling 2s the morn. After a 
ittle sparring Posh landed a terrific left-hander on the mouth, which sent poor 
Allen to his kindred earth, thus winning the second event, which was claimed 
and allowed for Posh. . 

Round 5—Allen came up ‘looking very riled at Posh’s treatment, still he 
stuck gamely to his work, and struck out well for Posh’s mouth, which, how- 
ever, was very neatly stopped, Posh returning on the nose and ribs, when 
they got to fibbing away, Allen getting down, and receiving on the chin. 

Round 6—They commmenced sparring, Allen with much caution, and evi- 
dently anxious to avoid close quarters; they soon, however, went at it with 
right good will, Allen trying hard to get on with his right, but falling short, 
received in return on the bread basket, when ho again slipped down. 

Round 7~—Allen looked much distressed, but still game to the backbone, and 
commenced trying all he knew for an opening; Posh, however, was; too good, 
and he failed tomake any effective blow; they continued fibbing away again 
until Allen down. 

Round 8 to 35, and last—It would be useless to repeat the remaining rounds, 
as the same tactics were followed out in each, Posh invariably investing with 
his left, andfrequently getting on the double very cleverly, Allen unable to get 
at his man at all effectively. In one round, however, he succeeded in reaching 
Posh’s left eye, where he left a scar, but soon received re-payment in a terrific 
blow on the throat, which caused him to stagger, and he was observed to 
collect a quantity of congealed blood from his mouth, which he threw away. 
Posh succecded in getting the hug on very effectively in the centre of the ring, 
Allen being regularly in a vice, not being able to go down, from the position 
in which he was held. The referee here. as we consider, most unwarrant- 
ably interfered, and obliged Posh to release his prisoner. Allen after this 
showed severe signs of punishment, and appeared somewhat shaky on his 
pins, but still continued striving to turn the tide in his favour, until being com- 
pletely exhausted, and growing weaker and weaker, his seconds threw up the 
sponge, and Posh was declared winner, after 35 rounds had been fought, 
occupying 55min., and with as much gameness, on the part of Allen, as we 
ever witnessed in the P.R., as from the first Posh took the lead, and was 
evidently too good for him, rendering it an up-hill game throughout. Morris 
Roberts officiated as referee. 

Remarxs.—We cannot help feeling what we think the public will likewise 
feel, that Allen was overmatched altogether on this occasion, as, added to the 
extra weight of Posh, he isa very troublesome customer, investing with his 
left with prodigious effect, with which he is certainly very clever, and a prac- 
tised hand. Allen, on the other hand, is a comparative novice in the ring, and 
has certainly not had sufficient practice for so good a man as Posh.

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HIGHBURY BARN. 


TyEReE seem to have been grave doubts in the minds of various antiquarians 
as to the name Highbury Barn; thus, Scriblerus Unlikeliensis, in his “ Chronolo- 
gical Chromatrope,"’ supposes that it occupied the site of the ancient Iberia, from 
which form the transition to Highbury is not particularly great. In this sup- 
position, however, we by no means coincide; but rather incline to that put 
forth by Scrauleius Profusus, whose hypothesis is, that considerably before the 
advent of the Christian Era, or, indeed, anterior to the time of the 
Seers, and, perhaps, even before doors came into use, a hostelry occupied 
& position identical with that held by the ; resent edifice, the landlord of which

one of the most beautiful halls of the metropolis became an accomplished 


fact. On the 18th of May, 1861, this edifice was opened tothe public, and 
from that hour Highbury Barn rose to a popularity it had never enjoyed 
before. The splendid building is 125ft. long by 90ft. wide, and is 34ft. in 
height. It is decorated ina most gorgeous though tasteful style, the ceiling 
being elegantly painted by an eminent Parisian artist. The pillars supporting 
the roof are elaborately gilded, and further beautified by panels of plate glass. 
At one end is a refreshment bar, over which is an orchestra capable of accom- 
modating about 30 instrumentalists. Tho hall is lighted by several magnificent 
glass chandeliers, which are supplemented by numerons classical statues 
holding ground glass gas lamps, 
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When we add to this that the ventilation is! transformed into a reality, 
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imagine, to the immortal bard), in the following spirit-stirring lines (he was 
thinking of grog, most probably, at the time) :— 
‘¢- Where cows once munch'd the fragrant hay, 
Where skittish colts did prance, 
Where frisking lambs did skip and play, 
ao Now calves are seen to dance.” 

Dancing in the grand hail and al fresco, with occasional concerts, continued 
for some time to form the staple entertainment; but the enterprise of Mr. 
Giovannelli had not yet attained its limit. He conceived the idea of building 
| a hall in which concerts should be regularly given, and the idea was quickly 
The erection of the concert hall was begun in 
March, 1862 ; and in spite of most 
unfavourable weather, and other 
drawbacks to which employers of 
large numbers of workmen are sub- 
ject, the building wascompleted and 
opened to the public on the 3rd of 
May. The decorations have some 
similarity to those of the dancing 
hall, butare much more magnificent, 
especially the ceiling, which is su- 
perbly ornamented with paintings,

tured a scheme which we have before spoken of, | 
and now venture to lay fully before the public, for H 
the purchase of 4 valuable ornamental cup, which ! 
shall be offered for universal competition; and shall | 
confer upon its holder, during his period of tenure, ; 
the title of “Champion Swimmer of England.” It is ! 
confidently anticipated that, by giving publicity to 
the contests which will ensue from the above arrange- 
ment, 2 permanent interest may be created and nou- 
rished throughout the country, which will not fail to 
be productive of the most beneficial results in the 
extension of an invaluable and practical knowledge 
of the art amongst all classes, 

The fact that but a comparatively small propor- 
tion of Englishmen are familiar with, and take an 
active interest in, swimming is too well known to 
need comment, and the appalling verification which 
it accumulates in the daily recurring instances of 
death from drowning (calamities which in many 
cases would have been clearly preventive by reason 
of the proximity of the scene of disaster to the shore, 
had the ill-fated victims possessed a knowledge of 
swimming has stimulated us to lay this subject before 
our readers. : 

That trials of skill of this nature would be a most 
important auxiliary 12 the diffusion of a knowledge 
of the art, will be readily admitted in the presence 
of the exemplitications afforded by the numerous 
rifle contests in vogue, which not only render patent 
the necessity of collecting a number of persons toge- 
ther, bound by a common interest for the promotion of 
an art requiring personal skill, but also elearly demon- 
strate the influence which competition cannot fail to 
exercise in its development.

The committee, 
‘we understand, were reluctantly compelled to adopt this latter course a3 a 
safeguard against empty challenges, and also in consideration of the fact 
that any man possessing merit of the kind, which contests for this cup are 
calculated to elicit, will not experience great difficulty in procuring the 
Fequisite amount, and finally because it will afford some remuneration to the 
winning man forthe expenses which he will probably have incurred in the 
course of training.

The stage is now the lightest and most 
elegant in the metropolis; it is of extensive dimensions, and constructed 
With as strict a regard to effect as to sound; the first is a novel feature in 
music halls, as the stages in the majority of them present a decidedly gloomy 
and depressing appearance. A full description of the building accoinpanicd a 
drawing which appeared some time since in the ILLUSTRATED SPORTING NEWS;
